ANTi-COMMUNIST 
ORDINANCE PASSED 
BY CITY COUNCIL 


An ordinance to protect the indus- 
tral plants and military establishments 
of nearby cities against any probable 
acts of sabotage during the period of 
national conflict of our country against 
the forces of communism by any person 
or group of persons who may reside 
here and who may commute daily to 
and from these plants or military es- 
tabhshments was passed by the Com- 
mission Council at their meeting last 
week. The ordinance further provides 
that any person or group of persons 
who shall participate in any subversive 
activity within the City designed to 
hinder or curtail the normal and usual 
operation of the industrial plants or 
military establishments in nearby cities, 
within five days after enactment of the 
ordinance, be required to report to the 
Mayor of the City of Bay St. Louis 
at the City Hall and register with him 
such information as will adequately in- 
form the mayor as to the whereabouts 
of such person or association, and the 
type of activity engaged in. 

Failure, omission or refusal to comply 
with the provisions of the ordinance 
carries a fine not exceeding five hun- 
dred dollars or in default of payment, 
a sentence of not exceeding one year 
in the City jail.

Veterans in On-The-Farm 
Training Program Making 
Excellent Farming Records 
In This County 


It has been called to our attention 
that many of the veterans taking on- 
the-farm training in Hancock County 
are making excellent records in corn 
production and are to be commended 
for their splendid work. 

Below are listed some records of 
men taking the Veterans on-the-farm 
training program in Hancock County. 

David Baker produced 96 bushels 
on his best acre and averaged 80 bush- 
els on five acres. 

Edis Lee averaged 65 bushels on six 
acres. Eugene Moran averaged 70 bu- 
shels on five acres. Rufus Moran aver- 
aged 85 bushels on five acres. Reedus 
Moran averaged 80 bushels on eight 
acres, 

Herbert Lee, a farmer trainee, who 
finished his veterans training last year 
averaged 95 bushels on 31% acres this 
year.

At present, more than 100 rural pro- 
jects are im progress. A large number 
f these projects will be served from 
existing exchanges by addition of pole 
lines and wire, while others will be 
served by dial switching units installed 
‘at some center location in a community 
to serve the rural customers in the com- 
munity and the surrounding areas. 


Four of the dial switching units have 
been placed in service to date. They 
located at Union Church ın Jef- 
ferson County; Sturgis in Oktibbeha 
County; Handle in southeast Winston 
County, and Vancleave Jackson 
County.

Forest Fires Cost Nation 
Billion Dollars a Year 


The average American rarely sees a forest fire and probably 
never fights one, yet each fire that burns costs him money, 


Forest fires cost the people of the United States more than 
a bihon dollars a year, says American Forest Products In- 
dustries of Washington, D. C. This industry-supported or- 
ganization, Which sponsors the national Keep America Green 


provram, figures the nation’s 
forest fire loss this way: 

In an average vear the United 
States has 260,000 forest fires. 
Together these burn an area al- 
most as large as the State of 
Indiana. Sawtimber consumed, 
if processed, would be worth 700 
million dollars. Sawing that vol- 
ume of lumber would earn 
American labor 40 million dol- 
lars in wages, In terms of one- 
family homes the potential lum- 
ber forest fires burn in a year 
would amount to 86,000 houses. 

Potential pulp wood trees de- 
stroved by forest fires would 
make enough paper to print 
every newspaper in the United 
States for 12 months.
